Romulus voters, who are be- 
ing asked to turn out Feb. 22 to 
vote on five key charter finan- 
cial issues, will be able to get a 
preview on some of those char- 
ter issues tonight by turning on 
The Mayor’s Chair cable show at 
6:30 p.m. 

The TV show will feature 
Mayor William Oakley and Ro- 
mulus Ordinance Director 
Hulen Yates for a discussion 
on the five charter issues deal- 
ing with antiquated financial 
listings made by Romulus City 
Charter organizers 30 years 
ago. 

Oakley, who was one of the 
framers of the original city 
charter, and city council mem- 
bers are endorsing the passage 
of the quintet package in an 
effort to bring the city’s charter 
more in line with today’s finan- 
cial rates. 

Next Monday Councilman 
LeRoy Burcroff said the coun- 
cil will turn out in the cham- 
bers at 6:30 p.m. (instead of the 
regular 7 p.m.) for informal 
chats with citizens and voters 
who have personal questions 
on the charter issues. 

The council’s regular meet- 
ing will follow at 7:30 p.m. 

Also invited to the televised 
hour show tonight will be Kim 
Matthews, the city’s animal 
control officer, who will dis- 
cuss the discounted animal in- 
noculation program set for 
Feb. 26. 

Matthews will also bring a 
few of her four-legged friends 
to the show.

Romulus truants 


face $100

A pending ordinance was 
introduced Monday night that 
would impose potential $100 
fines for constant truants in 
the Romulus School District. 

The council -- having ap- 
proved the introduction of the 
ordinance change by a unani- 
mous 7-0 vote — needs to vote to 
finalize the changes next Mon- 
day night. 


The ordinance states “it 
shall be unlawful for any juve- 
nile under 16 years of age to be

repeatedly absent from school 
or other learning program in- 
tended to meet the juvenile’s 
educational needs.” 

It also states the ordinance 
would set up violations as mu- 
nicipal civil infractions in- 
cluding a civil fine of up to 
$100 plus any costs, damages 
or other expenses. 

In a letter to Mayor William 
Oakley, City Attorney Stephen 
J. Hitchcock revealed “the Ju- 
venile Officer in the Police De- 
partment had requested the 
ordinance and it has been re- 
viewed by the 34th District 
Court judges.”

The school would have 675 
students and 24 certified 
teachers, Poole said, and the 
average class size would be 25 
students. 

Poole also stated that the 
students attending current ac- 
ademies score well on MEAP 
tests. 

He said the school is open to 
anyone and there is no cost to 
the parents. 

To date they have already 
received 150 inquiries about 
school options there. 

The academy system does 
not offer high school classes. 

The new school would be 
constructed with private 
funds, he added. 

Metro Charter Academy 
gained its charter last Friday 
from Grand Valley University. 
Once ready to open, the school 
would have a four week open 
enrollment process, followed 
by a student lottery system and 
then a waiting list period. 

Under questioning by Coun- 
cilwoman Debbie Romak, 
Poole admitted that one such 
school is being sued by the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union on a first amendment is- 
sue brought on by one student. 

Poole stated the academy 
does not teach or endorse reli- 
gion, but will not infringe on a 
students’ individual rights ei- 
ther.

‘Unbuckled children’ 
crackdown begins

In an effort to step up child 
car safety procedures, Ro- 
mulus police are once again 
conducting a campaign to 
warn motorists that a new 
safety law is about to go into 
effect. 

Romulus Police Executive 
Lt. Eric Painter said the new 
crackdown on unbuckled chil- 
dren, which began Sunday will 
continue through Feb. 19. 

“There is a perception that 
people take extra care and 
caution to ensure children are 
buckled up. Unfortunately that 
is not always the case,” Painter 
said. 

We know seat-belt use rates 
are surprisingly low for chil- 
dren ages 4- 15, Painter added, 
“as they are often forgotten 
once they outgrow child re- 
straint devices.” 

For the sake of the children 
we have a zero-tolerance pro- 
gram and will accept no ex- 
cuses for unbuckled children,” 
he said. 

To understand the impor- 
tance of this law, Painter said, 
we are adding 50 hours of over- 
time patrols to target motorists

who are violating the law. 

Then during a period from 
Valentine’s Day through Child 
Passenger Safety Awareness 
Week, participating law enfor- 
cement agencies will be send- 
ing a “tough love” message to 
parents and caregivers that a 
new law will go into effect on 
March 10. : 

On that date motorists can 
be stopped for any violations 
of seat belt laws. 

Prior to that date, officers 
could only stop a vehicle if an- 
other infraction had taken 
place or if the violation in- 
volved a small child. 

The new law also requires 
that all children under the age 
of four must be in a child 
safety seat, no matter where 
they are seated in the vehicle. 

Children between the ages 
of four and 16 must be secured 
in a properly adjusted and fas- 
tened seat belt, Painter con- 
cluded.

The Part 111 of Act 451 construction permit application is for the storage and treatment 
of hazardous wastes prior to disposal in the deep injection wells. The deep injection 
wells have already been permitted under the federal Underground Injection Control 
Program and under Part 625, Mineral Wells, of Act 451; they are not subject to the 
Part 111 of Act 451 construction permit requirements. 


The DEQ completed its review of the application and referred it to the SRB for 
consideration in August 1999. The SRB must evaluate the potential impact that the 
proposed facility could have on the environment and on the local community. After

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Westland doctor serves 
on major disaster unit

MCN Staff Writer 
Dr. Karl Bandlien — who has 
offices in Westland — now is 


the unit commander of the 
Michigan Disaster Medical As- 
sistance Team. 

That team is a volunteer or- 
ganization that is a branch of 
the National Disaster Medical 
System that responds to areas 
where the local system is over- 
whelmed and where President 
Clinton has declared a na- 
tional emergency. 

“Our team was one of the 
first to reach Level 1 status,” 
he said, “which means we are 
equipped and trained to func- 
tion independently for 72 
hours without being resup- 
plied.” 

He added “we resemble a 
MASH unit as we can provide 
our own shelter and generate 
light, heat, air-conditioning 
and even purify water.” 

While he is a general sur- 
geon, he also works in emer- 
gency services at St. John 
NorthEast Community Hospi- 
tal in Detroit. 

Dr. Bandlien assisted when 
the Michigan team was de- 
ployed to South Carolina for 
Hurricane Floyd. The team 
also was sent to the Olympics 
in Atlanta when terrorists 
struck in 1996, as well as when 
earthquakes struck in Califor- 
nia. 

The unit also responded 
statewide when tornadoes 
struck Detroit and when a Co- 





mair plane incident occurred 
in 1997 

“We move in quickly,” he 
said, ‘‘stabilize patients and 
move them to nearby hospitals 
as soon as possible.” 

About 100 persons are on 
each team so that at least 35 
team members can be de- 
ployed in less than six hours. 
Such disaster deployments — 
with transportation supplied 
by military planes — can last 
up to 10 days. 

The team consists of doc- 
tors, phramacists, mental 
health practitioners, commu- 
nication specialists, nurses, 
etc. 


Dr. Bandien said his most 


rewarding experience was 
when his team was sent to

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Gibhons would 


not have 


been fired if elected by people 


Last week on this page MCN editor, Ivan 
Helfman, hit the nail on the head when he ad- 
vocated a city manager form of government 
for Westland. The strong mayor form, which 
city residents currently enjoy or hate, allows 
for political favoritism to rule. In other words, 
the elected mayor has all the clout, whereas 
in a city manager form, a trained, educated 
city manager runs the show, although he or 
she is hired or fired by the city council. 

In Westland, all the clout is in the hands of 
Robert Thomas, mayor, and his hand-picked 
majority on the city council - Trav Griffin, 
David Cox, Sharon Scott and David James. 
Their latest strong arm move came a couple 
of weeks ago when they fired City Clerk Pat 
Gibbons, who many claim did a fine job, but 
made one fatal mistake: her office filed an 
election grievance against Griffin and Cox for 
printing a campaign mailer on clerk’s station- 
ary. 

Obviously, the Thomas camp didn’t like to 
be embarrassed in such a manner, so they 
fired Clerk Gibbons. Despite the cries and 
protest from angry citizens, there were in their 
right to give her the heave-ho. She reports to 
the council, and the council majority can fire 
her. 

Many of us, however, think the firing is an 
abuse of power. If indeed Gibbons was negli- 
gent in her duties, which is why Griffin claims 
she was fired, the council ought to make pub- 
lic their reasons for letting her go. If Westland 
was run professionally by a city manager, 
chances are good Gibbons would still be in of- 
fice. 

But don’t hold your breath. No one is advo- 
cating a city manager form of government ei- 
ther than Ivan and I. One charter change that 
could be the next best solution would be to 


elect the city 
clerk. It is 
rare, indeed, 
to have this 
important full- fF: 
time position &, 
report to the 
city council. 
Why not make the position independent and 
allow the people to choose who they want in 
that position? 

An elected clerk works extremely well in 
neighboring Livonia and Canton. There the 
clerk’s position is only second in importance 
to the mayor or supervisor. They run indepen- 
dently and their offices are independent of 
the council and other elected officials. An an- 
gry mayor or council cannot fire the clerk be- 
cause her constituency is the electorate. 

This charter change does have support. 
Council persons Anderson and LeBlanc have 
both spoken publicly for an elected clerk. 
There has even been talk of getting on the 
May 9 ballot, but don’t expect that to happen. 
The Thomas majority is not interested in act- 
ing on this issue because, again, it would be 
talking power away from the mayor and his 
council buddies. 

No, I’m afraid we are stuck with the current 
form that allows the mayor and others to 
reward friends and campaign contributors 
and damage if not destroy those that dare 
speak out. Pat Gibbons is one of the destroyed. 
She pointed out an illegal campaign activity. 
Instead of the culprits being punished, they 
turn around and fire the whistle-blower. 

This likely wouldn't happen in a city man- 
ager form of government. This wouldn't hap- 
pen if the people elected the clerk. Think 
about it.

Separation of power provides 
best checks and balances 


The U.S. Constitution, the pow- 
ers of the national (federal) gov- 
ernment are divided among three 
branches; legislative (Congress), 
executive (the president) and ju- 
dicial (the courts). Each branch 
has a check on the powers of the 
other two. 

Most states and local govern- 





has created a public issue by fir- 
ing the City Clerk Aside from the 
issue of whether or not the four 
council members violated the 
Open Meetings Act, the question 
to be answered is whether or not 
legislators should control the im- 
portant functions of that office. In 
most cities, the office is elective. A 





ments have emulated the federal 
model. At the local level, city 
councils make the laws and con- 
trol the purse strings; a mayor en- 
forces the laws and runs the city 
government. The powers of the 
courts are controlled by state leg- 
islatures. 

That’s the way it works in theo- 
ry. In practice, the lines of author- 
ity have become blurred at all lev- 
els of government. The Congress 
is struggling with the concept of 
“executive orders” issued by the 
executive, which the president 
claims have the force of law in ar- 
eas not restricted to the operation 
of the executive branch. 

At the state level, turf battles 
also rage between governors and 
legislatures. However, it is at the 
local level where the situation has 
really become muddled. Some 


cities, e.g. Belleville and Inkster 
among others, have adopted a 
“city manager” form of govern- 
ment where the council not only 
makes the laws, it controls (hires 
and fires) the person who admin- 
isters the laws and runs the city. 
Thus both the legislative and ex- 
ecutive powers are concentrated 
in the hands of a few persons (a 
majority of the council). This runs 
counter to the founding fathers’ 
intent to disperse those powers 
between two branches of govern- 
ment, each of which is elected by 
the people and accountable di- 
rectly to the voters. 

In another anomaly, the City of 
Westland has placed the office of 
City Clerk, whose duties are basi- 
cally administrative, under the 
purview of the council. The newly 
elected majority on the council 


minority on the council wants to 
put that question to the voters. It 
will be interesting to see if even 
one of the “new majority’ has the 
integrity to let the people decide. 

Our founding fathers conceded 
that a dictatorship (the concentra- 
tion of power in the hands of a 
few) was more efficient than a 
government where powers were 
diffused with checks and bal- 
ances in place. However, they also 
knew that liberty couldn't flourish 
in the absence of those checks 
and balances. They chose liberty 
over efficiency.

paigns. The secret vote would 
have been a violation of the state’s 
Open Meeting Act. 

I would prefer a polygraph test 
because, unlike the investigation, 
it will be quick and conclusive. In 
a matter of a few hours, we would 
reach a conclusion, and the city 
council could get back to busi- 
ness, 

The investigation, on the other 
hand, will be dealing with cireum- 
stantial evidence, unless a sur- 
prise witness (Mayor Bob 
Thomas? Planning Commissioner 
Justine Barns? A fly on the wall?) 
surfaces. No matter how likely it 
seems that the four council mem- 
bers conspired in secret, nobody 
knows for sure except the sus- 
pects. Nobody else can prove or 


disprove what happened. 

Even if somehow the four are 
convicted of violating the Act, the 
maximum penalty is only $1,000, 
not much of a punishment, espe- 
cially not for politicians who 
spent ten times that amount to get 
elected. 

My alternative would be for 
Anderson and LeBlanc to drop 
their charges in return for a poly- 
graph test with $1,000 side bets. 

Any suspect who flunked the 
test would have to pay for the test 
and fork over $1,000 to Anderson 
and LeBlanc. Any suspect who 
passed the test would receive 
$1,000 from Anderson and 
LeBlanc, and the pair would have 
to pay for that suspect’s test. 

That way, Anderson and 
LeBlanc would not get a free ride; 
they would have to put their mon- 
ey where their mouths are. If the 
polygraph indicated that their al- 
legations were false, then the sus- 
pects would be compensated. 

To me, a situation where all 
sides would have to step forward 
and be accountable for their 
deeds is morally preferable to one 
side turning a Westland problem 
over to a Wayne County prosecu- 
tor 


A polygraph test and wager 
will settle the matter quickly and, 
if the losing side repents, offer 
this two-month old council a new 
beginning.

Justine continues to give to 
the community even though 
here elected public office ca- 
reer is over. Her choice not to 
run again should have gained 
her more respect, as she ended 
her public service with dignity, 
integrity, and a commendable 
record - which is more than 
you can say for some of her col- 
leagues. Although she has cho- 
sen not to run as an elected 
official, she is willing to serve 
in an appointed position. She 
is giving her leftover campaign 
funds to various groups within 
the city (the D.A.R.E. Program, 
the library, Fire Depart- 
ment for public awareness, the 
YMCA, the Senior Resources 
Department, and the Westland 
Foundation). She deserves so 
much more than the embar- 
rassing moment she was 
forced to endure due to total 
lack of consideration and re- 
spect for her decades of hard 
work. As a city empployee, tax- 
payer, and someone who has 
worked to better the lives of 
those in the community, I un- 
derstand the hard work and 
dedication it takes to make 
changes and overcome obsta- 
cles. We should be thankful for 
Justine, and I am ashamed of 
the behavior that indicates 
that we are not. 

Although many comments 
were disturbing to me during 
the course of the evening, the 
last disturbing incident oc- 
curred when I was leaving the 
council meeting. Glenn Ander- 
son, in a louder than conversa- 
tional tone, said to me: “Sylvia, 
this is what you did with the 
election!”

Don’t let local 
governments 
block tax reform 


To the Editor: 


Every homeowner in Michi- 
gan has a constitutional right 
to have his or her house as- 
sessed for property tax pur- 
poses at an amount not to 
exceed 50% of fair market 
value. This same constitu- 
tional safeguard applies to 
business property owners. For 
over 20 years, the Michigan 
Chamber of Commerce has 
been a leader in Michigan’s 
tax limitation effort, fighting 
for tax relief for individuals 
and job providers. The pur- 
pose of this letter is to alert 
your readers to recent and 
troubling developments in 
southeast Michigan that 
threaten a fundamental princi- 
ple of tax fairness for all prop- 
erty owners. 

In Michigan, both real prop- 
erty (land and buildings) and 
personal property (business 
equipment, machinery, and 
furnishings) are subject to the 
property tax. For over 30 years 
state government allowed lo- 


cal assessors to use increas- 
ingly out-of-state depreciation 
tables to set the value of per- 
sonal property. This practice 
resulted in the widespread 
over-assessment of business 
property in violation of the 
State Constitution. 


In 1997, state government 
started a process to right this 
wrong. The Governor and the 
Legislature agreed to spend 
$600,000 to allow the State Tax 
Commission to hire a 
nationally-recognized consult- 
ing firm to study the problem 
and recommend an entirely 
new set of depreciation tables 
for all business personal prop- 
erty. Both business and local 
government had the oppor- 
tunity to participate in the 
property tax reform process 
conducted by the State Tax 
Commission. The reform pro- 
cess was fair, open, the subject 
of many public meetings, anda 
focus of legislative oversight. 


This effort to block property 
tax reform must be stopped 
now, before it spreads. Today, 
it’s energy companies that are 
being over-assessed. Tomor- 
row, it will be other busi- 
nesses. If state government 
allows business property 
owners to be taxed unfairly, 
homeowners may be next.
